On  September  1,  1995,  Dr.  Mickey  L.  Burnim  was  appointed  Interim  Chancellor  and 
immediately  demonstrated  his  predisposition  to  meet  any  challenge  with  energy,  firmness, 
sound  judgment  and  grace.  Upon  recommendation  by  President  C.  D.  Spangler,  Jr.,  The 
University  of  North  Carolina  Board  of  Governors,  by  unanimous  decision,  named  Dr.  Burnim 
Chancellor  of  EUzabeth  City  State  University  on  July  1,  1996.  A  man  of  integrity  and 
visionary  leadership,  he  is  committed  to  positioning  ECSU  strategically  for  continued  growth 
and  success  into  the  2 1  st  century. 

Mickey  L.  Burnim  earned  his  bachelor  and  master  of  arts  degrees  in  economics  from  the

After  working  five  years  as  a  researcher  and  economics  faculty  member  at  Florida  State

From  1986  to  1990,  Dr.  Bumim  served  as  Vice  Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs  at  North 
Carolina  Central  University,  and  on  July  1,  1990,  became  that  University's  first  Provost, 
olding  both  positions  until  September  1,  1995.  Responsible  for  managing  the  Academic 
Lffairs  Division,  he  provided  direction  and  support  for  the  seven  academic  deans,  the 
)irector  of  Libraries,  the  Director  of  the  Learning  Resources  Center,  the  Director  of  the  Art 
/luseum,  and  two  Associate  Vice  Chancellors.  During  his  tenure  at  NCCU,  Dr.  Bumim's 
piding  thrust  was  the  enhancement  of  teaching  effectiveness.  Significant  among  his  many 
ccomplishments  is  the  role  he  played  in  the 
reation  of  NCCU's  Undergraduate  Research 
rogram  —  a  program  in  which  bright,  highly 
lotivated  students  are  paired  with  faculty 
lembers  for  scholarly  research.

He  com- 
leted  a  Brookings  Institution  Economic  Policy 
fellowship  in  Washington,  DC  in  1981,  and  in 
991,  attended  the  Institute  for  Educational 
/[anagement  at  Harvard  University. 

Bumim  and  his  wife,  the  former  La  Vera 
^vels,  are  natives  of  Teague,  Texas.  His  par- 
nts,  Arzo  and  Ruby  Bumim,  both  retired  pub- 
ic school  teachers,  instilled  in  each  of  their 
hildren  a  deep  sense  of  service  to  humanity 
trough  education. 
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Bumim's  two  sisters,  also  educators,  are  Dr.  Mellonee  V.  Burnim,  an  Associate  Professor 
at  Indiana  University  and  Mrs.  Wonda  Burnim  Hinnant,  an  elementary  grade  school 
teacher  in  Dallas,  Texas.  Chancellor  and  Mrs.  Burnim  have  two  children:  Cinnamon,  a 
graduate  of  George  Washington  University,  and  a  journalist  in  Washington,  DC;  and 
Adrian,  presently  enrolled  at  ECSU. 

Dr.  Burnim  is  a  steward  in  St.  Joseph's  A.M.E.  Church  in  Durham,  and  serves  on  the 
boards  of  Mutual  Community  Savings  Bank,  SSB,  the  Council  for  Adult  and  Experimental 
Learning,  and  the  Elizabeth  City  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  previously  served  on  the 
Advisory  Board  for  the  YMCA  Black  Achievers  Program,  the  Durham  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  was  appointed  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Post-Secondary  Eligibility 
Review  Commission  by  Governor  James  B.  Hunt.

The  U.S.  Army  Reserve  Officer's  Training  Corps  (ROTC)  program  offers  college  students  the  opportunity  to  earn  a 
commission  as  officers  in  the  U.S.  Army,  the  National  Guard,  or  the  U.S.  Army  reserves,  while  pursuing  a  college 
degree. 

The  ROTC  program  is  based  on  a  four-year  curriculum  integrated  with  the  normal  baccalaureate  degree  program. 
Flexibility  is  provided  through  a  number  of  options  and  alternatives.

Cutler,  the  trumpet  player,  is  the  oldest 
musician  in  the  group  and  its  unofficial 
leader.  Levee,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a 
young  saxophone  player  who  aspires  lo 
have  his  own  band  one  day.  He  talks  .Ma's 
manager  into  leitmg  the  band  play  his 
arrangements  of  the  music,  but  Cutler  has 
to  keep  reminding  him  that  Ma  is  the 
boss. 

Toledo,  the  piano  player,  is  the  educated 
member  of  the  group  When  the  band  isn't 
lehearsmg  or  recordmg,  he  s  reading  his 
books  or  wa.tm?  philosophic  ^  Several  of 
his  lines  are  followed  by  other  band  mem-

bers  saying.  'What' ")  Slow  Drag,  the  gui- 
tar player,  is  content  to  sit  back  and  drmk 
whiskey  or  smoke  reefer 

While  they're  waituig  for  .Ma  to  show  up 
for  the  recording  session,  the  band  mem 
bers  talk  about  everything  from  religion 
to  the  status  of  blacks  m  society.  The  four 
characiei's  —  old.  yoimg,  smart  and  lazy 
—  have  obvious  differences  that  provide 
for  some  sometimes  funny,  sometimes 
abrasive  dialogue. 

.Ma  finally  shoves  up  and  records  the 
songs     her  way  At  the  climax  of  the 
show.  Ma  compliments  everyone  in  the 
band  e.Ncept  Levee,  who  bottles  up  his 
rage  —  hence  the  name  —  and  unleashes 
It  on  the  next  person  to  cross  him.  who,  m 


this  case,  is  Toledo.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  shows  tragic  ending  echoes  the  .mod- 
em dilemma  of  blacks  killmg  blacks. 

Dorothy  0.  Wills  is  good  —  but  maybe  a 
little  too  pushy  —  as  Ma  Rainey  By  the 
time  she  shows  up  m  Act  One  —  about  45 
mmutes  mto  the  show  —  the  audience  is 
ready  for  a  break  from  the  tension 
between  the  band  members. 

The  stars  are  Damon  N'oUan  and 
Shaimell  McMillan,  who  are  perfectly  cast 
as  Levee  and  Toledo.  NoUan.  who  has 
proved  hunself  to  be  a  gifted  comedic 
actor  in  previous  ECSU  shows,  is  wonder- 
ful as  Levee.  .McMillan,  who  tackled  big 
dramatic  roles  in  "Of  Mice  and  Men"  and 
"A  Raism  in  the  Sun. "  is  nonchalant  as 
usual  and  a  true  pleasure  to  watch. 

Clifford  L.  Vanterpoo!  and  Corev  R 
Tyler,  who  play  Cutler  and  Slow  Dng, 


also  are  very  good.  (All  of  the  band  mem- 
bers do  a  good  job  pretending  to  play  their 
instruments  over  the  prerecorded  music.

WR  VS- 
FM  signed  on 
the  air  March  18, 
1986,  there  were  two 
professionals  and  five 
students  who  made  up  the 
on-air  staff  of  the  radio  station. 
Affectionately  known  as  V-91  at 
the  time,  the  young  WRVS-FM  had 
mega  potential. 
The  student  staff  members  come  from  all 
academic  areas  on  campus,  their  career  and  per- 
sonal development  flourishes  because  of  the  WRVS 
experience.  Since  the  future  careers  of  the  student  staff 
members  are  affected  by  their  instruction,  the  studios 
within  the  radio  station  were  given  a  technical  upgrade  in 
1992. 
As  time  progressed  the  professional  staff  increased  to  six,  and  the 
student  staff  increased  to  40. 

During  this  time,  the  studio's  listenership  increased  two-fold.  The 
professionals  were  also  training  more  students  each  semester.  Many 
seeds  have  been  planted  in  the  new  staff  members.  They  have  blossomed 
and  grown  into  beautiful  flowers.  One  of  the  greatest  attributes  of  this 
radio  station  has  been  that  the  students  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  professional  staff  members  on  a  daily  basis.

made  a  difference  m  the  sound  of  this  college  radio  station  and  in  the 
professional  and  personal  growth  of  each  of  the  staff"  members. 

Additionally,  89-NINE  ECSU  is  an  information  power  base  of  north- 
eastern North  Carolina  and  a  strong  informational  link  connecting  southeastern  Virginia  and  this  region  of  North  Carolina.  Over  the  past 
10  years,  the  impact  that  this  station  has  made  within  its  listening  area  has  been  phenomenal.  The  staff  and  management  were  not  aware 
of  how  great  an  impact  until  the  first  on-air  fund-raising  drive.  For  three  consecutive  years  the  staff  has  exceeded  its  goals  of  $10,000, 
$  1 3,000,  and  $  1 5,000  during  the  annual  drive. 

The  growth  of  the  radio  station  is  limitless  and  far  reaching.  Ultimately,  WRVS  could  go  on  to  write  its  next  chapter  which  could 
include  a  100,000  watt  power  increase  and  a  24-hour  broadcast  day  —  among  other  feats.  So  as  we  embark  on  the  next  decade,  we  are 
reminded  of  the  first  song  played  on  WRVS-FM  over  ten  years  ago  —  AINT  NO  STOPPIN'  US  NOW.

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TOMMY  HILFIGER  IS  THE  VIKING  FASHION 
OF  1996-97. 

Suddenly,  he  is  everywhere.  Walk  through  Eliz- 
abeth City  State  University  campus  or  down  the 
streets  of  Elizabeth  City  and  Virginia  Beach  Board- 
walk and  what  you'll  see  is  a  sea  of  Hilfiger's  clothes, 
with  his  name  emblazoned  on  T-shirts,  shorts,  sweats 
and  jackets.  Young  African  Americans  are  walking 
billboards  for  the  designer. 

But  who  is  Hilfiger  and  why  are  rappers  Rae  Kwon, 
Grand  Puba  and  a  host  of  others  in  1996  singing  his 
praises? 

"He  is  an  incredible  merchandiser,"  said  Ruth  P. 
Rubinstein,  fashion  sociologist  and  author  of  "Dress 
Codes:  Meaning  and  Messages  in  American  Culture." 

"He  takes  the  colors  that  appeal  to  African  Amer- 
icans —  bright  and  striking  —  and  uses  them." 

Hilfiger's  marketing  approach  is  not  incidental.  He 
has  carefully  cultivated  African  American  youth  — 
particularly  the  label-conscious  MTV  generation  — 
by  appearing  on  shows  like  VHl  flanked  by  rappers 
who  say  the  only  thing  they'll  wear  is  Hilfiger. 

His  calculated  efforts  have  rewarded  him  with  a 
cultish  following,  and  he  has  crossed  the  threshold 
from  unknown  designer  to  media  celebrity. 

When  asked  about  his  cornering  of  the  young  Af- 
rican-American market,  Hilfiger,  who  is  white,  denies 
that  he  caters  to  it  and  says  that  he  designs  for 
everybody. 

Fashion,  of  course,  isn't  just  about  functional  duds 
that  cover  our  bodies.  Fashion  is  —  and  always  was 

—  about  lifestyle. 

And  for  the  very  impressionable  twentysomethings, 
it's  about  who  they  are. 

Wearing  identifiable  labels,  Rubinstein  says,  is  an 
act  that  gives  the  younger  generation  identity  and 
power. 

Interestingly,  Hilfiger  may  have  unwittingly 
achieved  some  form  of  fashion  desegregation. 

Fashion  segregation  is  a  topic  the  industry  seldom 
talks  about.  Few  designers  want  to  be  associated  with 
any  particular  segment  of  the  population.  It  used  to 
be,  as  one  insider  said,  the  kiss  of  death. 

The  44-year-old  designer  has  toiled  in  the  fashion 
industry  since  the  1 970's,  when  he  owned  a  successful 
chain  of  shops  in  upstate  New  York.  He  began  of-^ 
fering  his  own  designs  to  his  customers,  and  the  rest  is 
history. 

The  fashion  industry,  however,  didn't  embrace  him 
wholeheartedly.  He  was,  for  years,  snubbed  by  an 
industry  that  considered  him  a  good  merchandiser 
capable  of  packaging  and  marketing  but  who  lacked 
real  design  talents. 

Last  year,  that  industry  awarded  him  the  Menswear 
Designer  of  the  Year  award. 

His  logo  is  a  reflection  of  his  Own  design  philosophy 

—  strong  and  bold. 

In  an  industry  that  lives  and  dies  by  its  own  laws  of 
perception,  a  logo  can  make  or  break  a  manufacturer. 

Hilfiger's  is  a  marketing  feat  of  genius.  It's  neither 
cutesy  hke  the  once-ubiquitous  Izod  crocodile  nor 
elitist  like  Ralph  Lauren's  Polo.  It's  a  '90's'  logo,  clean 
in  design,  bold  and  devoid  of  flourishes. 

So  when  our  students  "don"  Tommy  H.  Hilfiger 
it's  a  design  of  fashion.

From  staff  and  AP  reports 

Walter  N.  Ridley,  former  president  of  Elizabeth  City  State  College  from  1958  to  1968,  has  died. 

Ridley,  a  Newport  News,  Va.  native,  died  Thursday  at  a  hospital  in  West  Chester,  Pa.  He  was  86. 

Ridley  was  the  first  black  to  earn  a  degree  from  the  University  of  Virginia.  Ridley  earned  a  doctoral  degree  from  U.Va.'s 
Curry  School  of  Education  in  1953. 

"It's  no  cliche  to  describe  him  as  a  pioneer,"  said  Ervin  L.  Jordan  Jr.,  a  U.Va.  archivist  and  historian,  who  is  working  on  a 
book  about  the  history  of  blacks  at  the  university. 

After  graduating  from  U.Va.,  Ridley  served  as  the  dean  of  St.  Paul's  College  in  Lawrenceville  and  was  named  president  of 
Elizabeth  City  State  Teachers  College  in  1958.  During  his  tenure,  the  number  of  academic  departments  increased  from  one  to 
13. 

Leonard  R.  Ballou,  associate  vice  chancellor  for  planning  and  research  at  Elizabeth  City  State  University,  was  hired  by 
Ridley  in  1962.  Ballou,  who  taught  music  and  was  the  college's  organist,  said  Ridley  was  intent  on  expanding  academic 
opportunities  for  students. 

"He  was  forceful  in  defending  or  promoting  what  he  thought  was  worthwhile,"  Ballou  said  this  morning. 

Ridley's  tenure  at  the  school  coincided  with  a  turbulent  period  of  social  unrest  and  a  flash  point  for  the  civil  rights 
movement.  Yet,  during  that  period,  he  moved  Ehzabeth  City  State  from  being  just  a  teachers  college  to  an  institution  that 
offered  students  several  new  career  choices. 

"At  the  time,  teacher  education  was  the  only  thing  for  black  college  students,"  Ballou  said.  "It  was  a  little  daring  to  teach  | 
anything  else."  i 

Ridley's  successful  insistence  on  adding  programs  eventually  led  the  Legislature  to  drop  the  "Teachers"  from  the  name  of  the 
college  which  became  Elizabeth  City  State  College. 

He  was  a  fervent  believer  in  human  rights,  opportunity  and  the  value  of  education,  Ballou  said. 

Apparently,  Ridley's  drive  to  expand  the  university's  scope  was  not  without  resistance  or  controversy. 

"His  insistence  on  opportunity  did  not  strike  well  with  all  ofTicialdom,"  said  Ballou  who  described  Ridley's  last  years  as 
"tumultuous."  However,  Ballou  said  Ridley  left  holding  "his  head  high." 

"When  he  resigned  in  1968  after  10  years,  the  improvements  were  a  matter  of  record  —  a  tribute  to  his  residency."  Ballou 
said. 

Ridley's  other  achievements  at  Elizabeth  City  State,  included  increasing  enrollment,  bringing  women  with  doctorates  onto 
the  faculty,  and  opening  a  channel  to  India  and  Pakistan  through  which  many  faculty  and  students  ventured  to  the  college. 

He  was  later  named  president  emeritus  at  the  university.  Also,  the  school's  university  center  was  named  after  Ridley  and  his 
wife. 

"He  did  a  lot  to  move  the  institution  forward,"  Ballou  said. 

He  spent  the  latter  part  of  his  career  teaching  at  West  Chester  University  in  Pennsylvania. 

In  1 987,  U.Va.  officials  invited  Ridley  back  for  a  black  alumni  reunion.  The  reunion  led  to  the  creation  of  a  privately-funded 
scholarship  for  black  students  in  his  name. 

The  Ridley  Scholarship  provides  tuition  assistance  for  25  students  annually.

The  University  of  North  Carolina  Board  of  Governors  recently  honored  Dr.  Johnny  L.  Houston,  ECSU  Senior  Research 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science,  with  an  Award  of  Excellence  in  Teaching,  the  highest  honor  for  superior 
;eaching.  As  one  of  sixteen  faculty  recipients,  one  from  each  of  the  sixteen  UNC  institutions,  Houston  received  a  bronze 
medallion  along  with  a  check  for  $7,500. 

"Effective  teaching,"  says  Dr.  Houston,  "stimulates  imagination,  provokes  vision,  and  sows  the  seeds  from  which  dreams 
md  creativity  evolve."  In  his  mathematics  and  computer  science  courses.  Dr.  Houston  strives  to  help  students  cultivate 
problem-solving  skills  and  to  stretch  the  boundaries  of  their  abihties.  As  one  former  student  stated,  "Dr.  Houston  challenged 
students  to  think  outside  their  comfort  zones,  both  in  the  classroom  and  in  laboratories  and  other  experiences."  Students 
praised  his  fairness,  his  kindness,  and  his  willingness  to  guide  their  learning  and  advise  them  outside  the  classroom.  Two  other 
students  stated:  "Dr.  Houston  takes  education  seriously  and  cares  about  the  progress  of  his  students." 

Dr.  Houston  earned  a  B.A.  Degree  in  mathematics  from  Morehead  College,  a  M.S.  Degree  in  mathematics  from  Clark 
Atlanta  University,  and  in  1974  he  earned  a  Ph.D  Degree  in  mathematics  from  Purdue  University.  Over  the  years.  Dr. 
Houston  has  done  additional  study,  scholarly  activities,  scientific  projects,  and  worked  at  national  scientific  labora- 
tories/centers in  the  area  of  computer  science. 

The  Board  of  Governors  Award  for  Excellence  in  Teaching  was  created  in  April  1994  to  underscore  the  importance  of 
teaching  and  to  encourage,  recognize,  and  reward  outstanding  teaching.  In  order  to  be  eligible  for  this  award,  a  faculty  member 
must  be  tenured,  must  have  taught  at  the  UNC  institution  for  at  least  seven  years,  and  must  have  demonstrated  excellent  or 
exceptional  teaching  ability  over  a  sustained  period  of  time. 

The  UNC  Board  of  Governors  presented  the  first  awards  for  Teaching  Excellence  in  1995.  Dr.  Lois  Green,  Professor  of 
Education,  was  ECSU's  1995  award  recipient.

VIKINGS:  'SET  YOUR  SIGHTS  ON  THE  STARS,'  URGES 
PENNY  DURING  FALL  CONVOCATION

"Many  people  have  dreamed  of  the  opportunity  that  you  have  before  you,"  attorney  Ron  Penny  told  ECSU's  freshman  class 
luring  the  Fall  Convocation  and  Candlelighting  Ceremony,  held  Sept.  22  in  Moore  Hall  Auditorium. 

"In  your  hands  lie  the  dreams  of  your  families,"  added  Penny,  guest  speaker  for  the  event.  "You  must  continue  the  dreams 
3f  your  parents,  your  grandmother,  your  grandfather  and  your  aunts  and  uncles,  who  worked  in  the  fields  and  dreamed  of  the 
apportunity  for  you  to  be  able  to  make  something  for  yourselves." 

Penny  also  cited  the  contributions  of  other  dreamers  who  helped  pave  the  way  for  students,  including  Hugh  Cale,  the  state 
legislator  who  founded  the  Institution  more  than  one  hundred  years  ago,and  former  presidents  and  chancellors. 

"In  your  hands  lies  the  destiny  of  this  nation,"  said  Penny.  "You  are  the  best  and  the  brightest  that  this  state  and  this  nation 
las  to  offer.  Don't  waste  this  opportunity,  don't  let  those  dreams  die." 

Penny  urged  students  to  set  high  goals  and  take  an  aggressive,  disciplined  approach  to  their  education. 

"Some  of  you  may  think  you're  gonna  party  your  way  to  graduation,"  he  said.  "You  think  you're  gonna  butterfly,  or 
macarena  or  bounce  your  way  there.  If  this  sounds  familiar,  you  are  chasing  waterfalls,  not  setting  goals.  You  are  not  going  to 
reach  those  dreams  if  instead  of  opening  up  a  book  on  Friday  night  you  open  a  bottle  of  Red  Dog  wine." 

"If  this  sounds  familiar  to  you,  you  want  to  grab  one  of  these  faculty  members  before  you  leave  today.  We  need  to  remind 
(fou  that  you  are  a  Viking,  a  noble  being.  We  don't  chase  waterfalls,  we  set  our  sights  on  the  stars  and  sail  toward  those  stars. 
You  are  the  first  Vikings  of  the  new  millennium.  We  expect  more  of  you. 

"You  must  continue  the  dream  of  all  that  has  been  before  you,  who  have  worked  to  build  this  University." 

Penny  also  encouraged  students  to  help  take  responsibility  for  each  other  as  well  as  themselves. 

Penny  ended  the  speech  by  urging  students  to  take  advantage  of  all  the  University  has  to  offer  and  to  graduate  with  a 
different  perspective  from  the  one  they  had  before  they  arrived  at  ECSU. 

Kimberly  Jones,  Miss  ECSU  explained  the  purpose  of  the  candlelighting  ceremony. 

"This  flame  symbolizes  the  knowledge  we  acquire  towards  the  next  few  years  here  at  Elizabeth  City  State  University,"  she 
aid.  "Although  there  are  times  that  the  flame  might  flicker,  it  shall  never  be  extinguished  ...  for  learning  is  a  continuous 
Drocess." 

Penny,  a  Raleigh  native,  is  Director  of  the  Office  of  State  Personnel.  He  is  a  graduate  of  North  Carolina  A&T  University  and 
;he  University  of  North  Carolina's  School  of  Law.  In  addition  to  working  as  an  attorney.  Penny  has  also  been  a  lecturer  at 
ECSU  and  legal  counsel  to  the  University's  Chancellor.

Vikings  win  CIAA  championsliip

The  Elizabeth  City  State  University  men's 
basketball  team  claimed  its  first  CIAA  cham- 
pionship in  16  years  in  dramatic  fashion. 

The  Vikings  beat  host  St.  Paul's  Universi 
ty  86-83  in  a  double  overtime  thriller  Monday 
night  in  Lawrenceville.  Va. 

Herb  Lewis,  who  has  come  up  big  in  the 
last  few  games,  hit  the  biggest  shot  of  his 
short  career  at  ECSU  by  burying  a  three- 
pomter  with  under  seven  seconds  to  play  in 
the  final  overtime  to  give  the  Vikings  (18-4 
overall,  14-2  CIAA,  9-1  North)  an  86-84  lead 

St.  Paul's  (14-7,  11-5,  6-3)  then  hit  one  of 
three  free  throws  in  the  waning  seconds  of 
the  game  as  ECSU  won  its  first  championship 
since  1981.  With  the  title,  ECSU  gels  a  first- 
round  bye  in  the  CIAA  Tournament,  which 
starts  Feb.  26  in  Winston-Salem. 

"They  were  really  excited  and  they  were 
happy  and  I  was  happy  for  them,"  said  ECSU 
second-year  coach  Barry  Hamler.  "Maurice 
Mincey  said  he  had  never  won  a  champi-

onship  at  any  level  and  Adrian  Bell  said  this 
is  why  he  came  here  and  he  got  it  and  those 
are  the  things  that  you  can  never  take  way." 

Anthony  Hanis  hart  a  game-high  26  points 
and  13  rebounds  before  fouling  out  in  the  first 
overtime.  Ryan  Taylor  added  25  points,  hit- 
ting three  of  10  three-pointers.  Freshman 
Marcus  Riddick  puUed  down  11  boards  before 
fouling  out  in  the  second  overtime. 

Hamler  said  his  team's  depth  as  a  major 
factor  it  not  only  winning  last  night's  game 


but  the  championship  as  well.  In  all,  three 
Vikings  fouled  out  of  the  game. 

"I  have  three  starters  sitting  the  bench  and 
the  other  guys  stepped  up  and  you  can't  ask 
for  a  better  team  rffort." 

St.  Paul's  lead  33-26  after  one  half  but  ECSU 
tied  it  up  at  fi2-all  at  the  end  of  regulation. 
Lewis,  a  transfer  from  East  Wyoming,  hit  a 
clutch  shot  at  the  end  of  the  first  overtime  to 
send  it  into  a  second  overtime,  said  Hamler. 

"It  was  two  gladiators  going  at  it,"  Hamler 


said-  "It  was  a  game  for  a  leagiie  champi- 
onship, it  was  up  and  down,  it  was  well 
played,  it  was  physical,  it  was  well  officiated. 
You  couldn't  ask  for  a  better  game  " 

ECSU  wraps  up  the  regular  season  at  home 
against  Southern  Division  opponent  St 
Augustine's  College  on  Thursday  night.  Tip- 
off  is  set  for  7:30  p.m. 

In  the  women's  game,  ECSU  defeated  St. 
Paul's  66-52  for  its  second  Northern  Division 
victory  of  the  season.  A  complete  box  score 
was  not  available  by  press  time.

Like  any  good  point  guard,  Adrian  Bell  recognizes  when  the  clock  is  winding  down.  The  Elizabeth  City  State  University  four-year  starter  has 
been  on  teams  that  were  considered  to  have  legitimate  chances  of  winning  a  CIAA  championship,  including  the  23-7  team  of  his  freshman 
year  and  last  year's  15-11  squad  and  this  year's  NCAA  National  eight  elite  finalist. 

All  of  the  teams  ended  outstanding  regular  seasons  with  disappointing  early  exits  from  the  CIAA  Tournament.  But  No.  22  did  not  intend  to 
timsh  a  stellar  career  with  these  three  words,  "We  never  won  a  championship."

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THE  COMPASS  WINS 
FIRST-PLACE  AWARD

The  Compass.  ECSU's  student  newspaper,  has  won  the  1 996  Silver  Medalist  Award  in  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association's  evaluation  of  college 
newspapers. 

Timely  and  hard-hitting  stories  concerning  such  subjects  as  the  Million  Man  March,  a  white  student  joining  a  black  Greek  organization,  and  questions 
about  declining  enrollment  together  with  an  attractive  design  earned  high  marks  for  The  Compass  in  the  critique  evaluation.  The  newspaper  received  904 
points  out  of  a  possible  1,000. 

Judges  gave  The  Compass  perfect  scores  on  fairness  in  editorials,  consistency  of  style,  and  student-related  coverage  of  community,  state,  and  national 
news.  The  publication  also  received  high  marks  on  fairness  and  balance  in  news  coverage,  arts  and  entertainment  reporting,  and  overall  design. 

"You  have  a  good  mix  of  stories,  with  some  interesting  news,  hvely  features  and  solid  arts  reporting,"  judges  wrote  in  the  critique.  "You  take  a  leadership 
role  with  your  editorials.  That's  good,  keep  it  up." 

To  improve  the  publication,  judges  recommended  more  in-depth  reporting,  more  frequent  issues,  more  advertising,  and  the  introduction  of  a  campus 
calendar. 

"I'm  very  excited  about  the  award,"  said  Latisha  Edwards,  news  editor  of  the  1995-1996  Compass.  "It's  a  good  reflection  of  the  effort  we  put  forth  in 
trying  to  present  the  issues  that  were  of  concern  and  importance  to  the  student.  The  Compass  is  very  important  to  students  because  it's  the  primary  source 
of  campus  information.  It  also  allows  students  to  express  their  concerns  through  editorials,  stories  or  art." 

This  is  the  eighth  consecutive  award  The  Compass  has  received  from  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association,  according  to  Stephen  March,  faculty 
advisor  to  the  student  publication  since  1987. 

The  Compass  not  only  serves  as  an  outlet  for  student  concerns  and  issues,  it  also  provides  student  news  media  majors  with  valuable  experience  and 
published  work  they  can  use  in  advancing  their  careers,"  said  March,  an  associate  professor  in  the  Department  of  Language,  Literature  and 
Communication. 

The  Compass  is  staffed  and  edited  primarily  by  students  in  the  department's  English  News/Media  program;  however,  students  from  all  majors  on 
campus  can  contribute  to  the  publication,  March  said. 

Yushawnda  Thomas,  co-editor  of  The  Compass  said  "We  are  looking  forward  to  even  better  issues  this  year.  Tamika  and  I  have  a  high  standard  to  Uve  up 
to  but  I'm  sure  the  two  of  us  can  handle  it.  The  whole  staff  has  to  do  it's  best  to  make  sure  we  continue  to  win  awards.  We  are  the  voice  of  the  students." 

The  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association,  a  department  of  Columbia  University  in  New  York  City,  is  the  primary  ranking  and  evaluating  agency  for  all 
high  school  and  college  newspapers  published  nationally.  In  the  annual  critique,  a  board  of  judges  evaluates  school  publications  according  to  established 
guidelines  dealing  with  content,  presentation,  and  general  operations. 

The  Compass  has  been  published  by  the  Department  of  Language,  Literature  and  Communication  since  1 959.

When  WRVS  returned  to  the  airwaves  on  Oct.  3,  they 
played  songs  all  day  focusing  on  the  theme  of  fire. 

"We  wanted  to  come  back  with  a  bang,"  said  station  manager  Edith 
Thorpe.  Fire-related  songs  played  included  "God  Don't  Need  No  Matches" 
in  the  gospel  program,  "Fire  and  Desire"  in  the  afternoon,  and  a  rap  song 
produced  by  student  staff  members  during  the  rap  session. 

Thorpe  said  they  decided  to  play  the  songs  to  get  the  listeners'  attention 
and  to  get  them  talking.  It  did.  The  station  got  numerous  calls  from  listeners 
offering  congratulations  for  coming  back  to  the  community. 

Staff  members  also  recorded  and  broadcast  statements  from  listeners 
expressing  their  jubilance  about  having  the  station  back  on  the  air. 

Thorpe  and  station  managers  are  sohciting  their  listeners'  support  in 
getting  the  station  back  on  its  feet.  The  fourth  Annual  Successfest,  a  fund- 
raising  Radio-Thon  is  scheduled  Oct.  27  through  Nov.  3. 

The  station  also  hopes  to  sponsor  concerts  and  dances  to  get  listeners 
involved  with  the  station,  Thorpe  added. 

"WRVS  is  a  public  station,  meaning  we  need  public  support,"  Thorpe  said. 

Annual  operational  costs  are  $200,000  according  to  Thorpe,  most  of  which 
is  provided  by  grants.  This  year's  goal  is  to  raise  $30,000  through  Successfest 
and  other  activities.  The  station  will  need  additional  funds  for  repairs  to 
equipment  that  was  damaged  by  soot.  While  repairs  are  underway  at  Wil- 
liams Hall,  the  station  has  been  operating  out  of  the  Telecommunications 
Building  using  ten  year-old  equipment. 

The  station  used  this  equipment  when  they  first  went  on  the  air,  said 
Thorpe. 

Although  the  station  is  not  operating  out  of  the  same  building,  things  are 
returning  to  normal  at  WRVS.  Programs  such  as  Categories  Live,  Target 
2000,  and  Important  Dates  in  Black  History  are  back  on  air  as  scheduled. 

WRVS  not  only  promotes  ECSU  in  the  community,  it  also  provides 
academic  support  through  internships  and  seminars,  and  provides  students 
with  hands-on  experience  for  future  jobs  in  radio. 

"1  learned  (from  my  experiences  at  WRVS)  the  importance  of  discipline 
and  how  to  work  under  deadline,"  said  Angela  Burrus,  a  junior  English  major 
and  staff  member  of  WRVS. 

The  fire  was  caused  by  faulty  wiring,  according  to  a  report  by  the  N.C.  State 
Fire  Commission.

Students  Air  Views  On 

Censorship  and  Rap 

During  Forum  '96

ECSU  students  expressed  their  views  on  rap  music,  censorship  and  the  influence  of  music  on  young  minds  at  a  symposium  held  Oct.  1 7  in  Moore  Hall. 

The  forum,  "Music  in  the  90s,"  was  held  to  celebrate  the  installation  of  Mickey  Bumim  as  chancellor  of  ECSU. 

Panelists  were  Greg  "Sampson"  Lange.  Production  Director  for  WRVS  Radio,  Dr,  Vince  Conzone,  Director  ECSU's  Music  Industry  Studies.  Delicia  Wright,  a  music  major,  Adrian  Bumim.  an  ECSU  sociology 
major,  and  the  Honorable  J.  C.  Cole,  District  Court  Judge  for  North  Carolina's  First  Judicial  District. 

The  panelists  answered  questions  from  the  audience,  many  of  which  dealt  with  hip  hop  music  and  censorehip.  Panelists  Vince  Corizone  and  Greg  Sampson  Lange,  program  manager  for  WRVS,  pointed  out  that 
censorship  of  music  is  not  new. 

"Early  Greeks  banned  certam  forms  of  music,"  said  Corizone.  "They  said  that  certain  modes  corrupted  the  children." 

Sampson  pointed  out  that  blues  singers'  music  was  banned  during  the  30s  and  40s. 

"They  banned  the  music  because  the  blues  singers  were  talking  about  sex,"  he  said.  Sampson  said  some  radio  stations  banned  black  rock  and  roll  singers  whose  lyrics  reflected  sexual  innuendos  during  the  60s. 

"Rock  and  roll  is  a  sexual  term.  A  lot  of  people  don'l  know  that." 

Sampson  said  that  he  deleted  "vulgar"  language  from  songs  on  the  radio. 

"I  may  go  out  on  a  limb  by  saying  this."  he  added,  "but  I  think  music  should  leave  something  to  the  imagination.  1  think  the  vulgarity  should  be  left  out." 

Conzone  agreed  with  this  view. 

"When  you  do  something  graphically  it  limits  your  scope  of  vision."  he  said.  "When  you  see  everything.  I  don't  think  it  means  as  much  as  when  [  can  see  part  of  it  in  my  head." 

Graphic  presentations  in  music  and  television  limits  my  choices,  he  said. 

Panelist  Bumim  spoke  out  in  favor  of  hip  hop  music. 

"Hip  hop  IS  real,"  said  Bumim.  "That's  the  way  the  artists  want  to  get  their  points  across,  in  real  language.  Hip  hop  descnbes  reality.  I  don't  think  hip  hop  causes  violence,  it  just  shows  the  violence  in  society." 

Although  they  all  decried  censorship,  panelists  seemed  divided  about  the  value  of  rap  music. 

Several  male  students  in  the  audience  spoke  out  in  favor  of  hip  hop  and  rap  music,  however. 

"Hip  hop  is  straight  up,"  said  one  student,  "It's  just  that  the  older  generation  doesn't  understand  our  music.  Understand  where  we're  coming  from.  This  is  the  younger  generation.  Understand  us  and  you'll 
understand  our  music." 

One  student  objected  to  language  denigrating  women  and  glorifying  violence  in  some  popular  music. 

"I  don'l  understand  people  who  want  to  put  a  lot  of  violence  in  music,"  she  said.  Although  the  student  said  she  didn't  appreciate  violent  language  in  rap  music  she,  added,  "Music  should  make  you  think  —  about 
who  you  are.  about  where  you're  going  and  who  you  want  to  be." 

Students  also  aired  iheir  views  regarding  the  claim  that  lyrics  that  glorify  violence  in  songs  also  promote  violence  among  listeners. 

"If  you've  been  raised  correctly,  you  gonna  go  in  the  nght  direction  regardless  of  who  you  listen  to,"  said  one  student. 

Speaking  from  the  audience,  ECSU  Chancellor  Dr.  Mickey  Bumim  addressed  this  issue: 

"Adrian  (Bumim's  son)  and  I  have  had  a  lot  of  conversations  of  his  views  of  hip  hop."  said  Bumim,  "and  I  have  learned  a  lot  from  those  conversations.  I'm  glad  I've  learned  about  the  music  from  him.  Because  I 
don't  listen  to  the  music  and  I  don't  intend  to." 

Chancellor  Bumim  said  he  was  concerned  about  the  power  of  music  with  negative  messages  to  influence  young  people  who  have  not  had  positive  family  backgrounds. 

"That's  what  bothers  me.  Not  every  one  has  had  the  kind  of  home  background  Adnan  Bumim  has  had.  Many  young  people  have  been  left  at  home  to  be  raised  alone.  I  believe  strongly  in  the  First  Amendment," 
continued  Bumim.  "The  question  is  how  can  we  still  have  our  freedom  and  protect  those  who  may  be  unduly  influenced?" 

Bumim  also  praised  the  participants  in  the  program. 

"This  experience  is  exactly  what  a  university  ought  to  be  about,"  he  said.  "The  expression  of  ideas  in  an  open,  honest  way.  That's  how  we  leam  by  understanding  the  other  person's  point  of  view." 

The  panel  discussion  was  moderated  by  Dr.  Deborah  Fontaine,  Interim  Vice  Chancellor  for  Student  Affairs. 


ECSU  Graduate  Program

ELIZABETH  CITY  —  Elizabeth  City  State  University  is  on  the  verge  of  offering  a  master's  degree  program  for  the  first  time  in  its  105-year  history. 

"If  our  request  is  approved,  with  intensified  effort,  we  can  offer  it  by  fall  1997,"  Chancellor  Mickey  Burnim  said  Thursday. 

ECSU  is  one  of  three  universities  in  the  University  of  North  Carolina  system  that  does  not  offer  its  own  graduate  degree.  There  are  16  universities  in  the  system. 

Burnim  sent  a  letter  Monday  to  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  requesting  approval  for  the  master's  program.  The  letter  is  the  first  official  step  of  the  process,  though 
there  have  been  preparations  for  a  graduate  program  ongoing  to  nearly  two  years,  Burnim  said. 

"I  expect  them  to  be  receptive  to  our  request.  We  have  to  show  the  demand  for  it,  and  that  we  have  the  faculty  and  resources  to  do  a  good  job." 

Once  the  board  of  governors  planning  committee  approves  the  request,  the  university  must  prepare  an  exhaustive  report  which  must  include  the  curriculum  to  be 
offered,  the  admission  requirements  and  biographies  of  the  faculty  involved,  said  Roy  Carroll,  vice  president  of  academic  affairs  at  the  UNC  General  Administration 
office. 

"Sometimes  the  turnaround  time  can  be  very  quick,"  said  Carroll.  "The  ECSU  request  ought  to  be  in  good  shape.  He  (Burnim)  used  to  work  in  this  office,  and  he 
handled  these  requests.  He  knows  what  they  are  supposed  to  look  like." 

Carroll  said  ECSU  could  receive  approval  to  begin  planning  by  early  February. 

ECSU  plans  to  offer  its  first  master's  degree  in  education  focusing  on  science  and  math,  said  Burnim,  which  follows  the  school's  traditional  emphasis  on  training 
teachers.  ECSU  began  as  a  two-year  school  to  educate  black  teachers  in  1891  and  expanded  to  a  four-year  teachers'  college  in  1937. 

Burnim  announced  Tuesday  in  his  first  annual  report  as  ECSU's  chancellor,  that  he  would  like  to  see  ECSU  offer  the  "best  undergraduate  teacher  preparation 
program  in  the  state." 

To  earn  a  master's  degree,  many  local  teachers  now  travel  two  hours  to  East  Carolina  University  in  Greenville  or  an  hour  to  Old  Dominion  University  in  Norfolk  to 
take  evening  classes.  ECSU  offers  some  graduate  courses  in  education  on  its  campus  through  ECU. 

"What  we  aspire  to  do  is  offer  a  graduate  program  on  our  campus  and  award  a  degree  with  ECSU  on  it,"  Burnim  said. 

Once  ECSU  has  one  master's  program,  the  way  is  paved  for  others  in  years  to  come,  said  Burnim.  The  10  most  popular  majors  at  the  university  are  business 
administration  followed  by  elementary  education,  biology,  criminal  justice,  computer  science,  English,  social  work,  psychology,  industrial  technology  and  health  and 
physical  education. 

"(The  proposal)  means  we  are  positioning  ourselves  to  better  serve  the  educational  needs  in  our  area,"  Bumim  said.

A  Problem  To  Address 

We  have  more  people  with  cars  than  available  parking  spaces. 

The  lots  in  front  of  most  of  the  dorms  are  relatively  small  with 
the  exceptions  of  Wamack,  Mitchell  Lewis,  and  the  New  Dorm. 
There  are  not  enough  parking  spaces  between  Doles,  Hugh  Cale, 
and  Symera  for  half  of  the  men  who  occupy  that  dorm.  The  lots  in 
front  of  classroom  buildings  are  small  and  assigned  to  faculty. 

Students  want  to  drive  to  their  classes  and  park  in  front  of  their 
dorms,  which  creates  problems  since  no  one  wants  to  walk. 

Under  current  policy,  students  are  not  notified  when  their  cars 
are  towed.  Campus  police  seems  to  believe  that  if  your  car  is  towed 
you  will  "figure  it  out"  and  call  them.  This  is  a  policy  that  needs  to 
be  discontinued.  If  a  student's  vehicle  is  towed  campus  security 
should  make  an  effort  to  notify  the  student  or  the  parent.  In  an 
emergency  the  student  may  need  his  or  her  car. 

Students  have  resorted  to  leaving  the  emergency  break  on  inside 
their  vehicles  to  avoid  being  towed.  But  campus  police  officers 
have  a  way  of  releasing  your  emergency  break  from  under  your  car 
which  will  allow  you  to  be  towed.  Buying  a  parking  decal  is  far 
more  effective  than  taking  a  chance  without  one  and  being  towed. 

Some  students  feel  that  without  a  parking  decal  their  tickets 
can't  be  traced  back  to  them,  but  campus  police  can  do  a  license 
check  and  send  the  ticket  to  the  owner  of  the  registered  vehicle  — 
who,  in  some  cases,  is  a  parent. 

If  you  don't  have  a  decal  make  a  serious  effort  to  obtain  one 
without  if  you  are  continuously  at  risk  of  being  ticketed,  towed,  or 
both. 

Officials  are  considering  several  ways  to  address  the  parking 
problem.  One  plan  would  involve  assigning  a  parking  lot  for 
commuting  students  and  using  the  rest  of  the  parking  lots  for 
resident  students  between  the  hours  of  seven  a.m.  and  five  p.m. 
Officials  are  also  considering  the  possibility  of  constructing  park- 
ing lots  by  the  Vaughan  Center,  Griffin  Hall,  Hugh  Cale,  and  Bias. 

We  think  constructing  more  parking  lots  is  a  good  idea. 

We  need  more  parking  spaces.  We  are  under-enrolled  now  but  if 
enrollment  increases  where  will  the  new  students  park?

"Why  has  my  car  been 
towed?" 

■'Why  aren't  there 
enough  parking  spaces?" 

"If  I  don't  eat  in  the  caf- 
eteria then  why  do  1  have 
to  pay  for  it  in  my  tui- 
tion?" 

These  were  some  of  the 
questions  students  asked 
Interim  Vice  Chancellor 
for  Student  Affairs,  Dr. 
Deborah  Fontaine,  at  the 
student  body  meeting  held 
Sept.  26,  1996  in  Moore 
Hall  auditonum. 

The  major  student  con- 
cern dealt  with  parking  on 
campus,  especially  the  lim- 
ited number  of  spaces,  stu- 
dents parking  out  of  their 
assigned  lots,  the  need  for 
lighted  areas  of  parking  for 
female  students,  and  stu- 
dent frustration  over  cars 
being  towed  for  parking  il- 
legally. 

"This  is  a  common 
complaint  of  students  on 
every  campus  I've  ever 
been  on,"  said  Fontaine, 
"that  there's  not  enough 
parking  spaces." 

Students  also  com- 
plained about  being  tick- 
eted by  campus  police  for 
parking  out  of  their  as- 
signed area. 

Fontaine  said  that  stu- 
dents must  park  in  their 
assigned  lots  from  8:00 


a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  After  5:00 
p.m.  however,  students  can 
park  wherever  they  want  on 
campus  as  long  as  it's  not  an 
illegal  parking  space  such  as 
the  handicap  space  and  the 
no  parking  zone. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  said 
she  will  meet  the  students 
again  to  address  their  con- 
cerns in  a  "progress  report.'" 

To  alleviate  the  parking 
problem,  one  student  sug- 
gested that  freshmen  not  be 
allowed  to  bring  cars  their 
first  yeai  of  college. 

Fontaine  advised  the  stu- 
dent to  address  the  concern 
to  "The  SG.A  President." 

Next  Fontaine  spoke 
about  her  1996-97  priorities 
for  the  campus.  "The  most 
significant  challenge  is  en- 
rollment enhancement,"  she 
said. 

Since  funding  is  based  on 
the  University's  projected 
enrollment,  ECSU  has  lost 
money  due  to  the  recent  en- 
rollment decline. 

"The  University's  num- 
ber one  priority  is  to  recruit 
as  many  high  school  and 
transfer  students  as  possible 
and  show  them  the  many 
programs  that  Elizabeth  Citv 
State  University  has  to  of- 
fer." she  said. 

To  boost  enrollment.  EC- 
SU needs  to  concentrate  on 
marketing  the  campus  in  the 
community,  Fontaine  said. 


The  University  will  also  step 
up  its  fundraising  efforts. 

Chancellor  Burnim's 
"Millennium  Campaign'* 
seeks  to  raise  over  a  million 
dollars  in  scholarship  mon- 
ey, she  added.  Scholarships 
will  be  available  for  in-state 
students  and  out  of  state  stu- 
dents. 

Another  goal  for  the  ac- 
ademic year  is  to  enhance 
the  campus's  technological 
ser\'ices  available  to  stu- 
dents. 

".All  the  dorm  rooms  will 
be  wired  to  have  access  to 
the  information  highway  so 
students  can  bring  their  own 
personal  computers  from 
home  and  hook  up  to  the 
Internet,"  she  said. 

In  other  campus  improve- 
ments of  semces.  Fontaine 
said  the  librar>'  and  the  ac- 
ademic computer  will  extend 
their  hours  to  meet  the  needs 
of  students  on  the  weekend. 

Emergency  call  boxes  by 
the  Hbrar>'.  new  dorm  and 
the  University  Center  repre- 
sent some  improvement  in 
campus  safety.  The  Univer- 
sity has  also  added  outdoor 
lighting  on  the  side  of  the 
Mitchell-Lewis  Dorm,  lo 
make  the  area  safer  for  fe- 
male students.
